He has been connected 


with the state prison camps for iz 
years. 
He said he ..worked .his way up 


from a team foreman to a camp 
captain. He was acting, captain at 
Sunbeam camp in the place of J. F. 
Baker when Mafflefert died. He is 
the father of five children.

MaiUefert, still in the barrel, was 


put back in the sweat box Thursday 
night. 


The next daj he still had the bar- 


rel on and that afternoon he got out 
and,ran into the woods. 


Courson told of the chase and of 


how he heard three shots, -which is 
usually a signal to call the guard. 


And then "I heard three more 


shots," he said, "I turned to the 
trusty with .me and said 'I hope that 
boy ain't hurt.' "

London—England will stay "o!f 


gold" for 
at least another year. 


England 
expects 
to recover "off 


gold." 
This is the concensus of author- 


itative opinion in London 
today 


and this is the most important eco- 
nomic information to be gathered 
anywhere on the Continent. 
For 


an answer to the question. "When 
will Europe come back?"' it has 
decisive significance. 


Almost exactly a year ago the 


financial world was shaken by the 
gravest event of this whole long, 
agonizing crisis. England forsook 
the gold standard. 
Eighteen other 


currencies went down like saplings 
in a hurricane. Trade was disrupt- 
ed, financial communications sev- 
ered. Unemployment leaped. The 
world wallowed in the trough of 
the crisis. 
Despairing people all 
over the 


world predicted complete collapse 
of the economic system as we.had 
known it. 
The collapse did not 


come. 
Calm followed the storm, 


and today a good many of the same 
prophets who had foreseen ultimate 
calamity declare that recovery can 
come only when England goes back 
on gold. Not, of course, on the old 
party of $4.86 to the pound, but to 
a gold standard. 


What is the British attitude on 


this? When do they think they will 
go back to gold and at what rate?. 


Do they make recovery dependent 
on a return to the gold standard? 


•All the world is v/atching En- 


gland today for answers to these 
questions. 
Precise answers could 


make fortunes for speculators. The 
importance of the questions goas 
far beyond any speculative inter- 
est. No specific date and rate, of 
course, can possibly be named. 


England Will Return to Gold 
But in an office in the midst, of 


a group of 
dingy sheds in 
the 


northwest of London can be ob- 
tained the clearest statement that 
could be obtained anywhere of the 
conditions under 
which 
England 


may return to gold. And 
from 


these conditions any business man 
may build his own judgment of the 
time and other elements involved. 


The sheds are called Euston Sta- 


tion. They house a terminal of the 
London Midland and Scottish, the 
largest railroad system in England, 
with more than one-third of the to- 
tal British trackage. 
They house 


also the railroad's head. And this 
railroad president is perhaps the 
most authoritative economic voice 
in England. 


Sir Josiah Stamp has only a few

Dublin, Irish Free SUte— UP)— 


President Eamon de Valera of the 
Free State and his delegation left 
Dublin this morning for England 
where tomorrow they will meet 
again with members of the English 
government in an economic peace 
conference. 


This conference will attempt to 


find a solution of the 'difficulties 
which gave rise to'the customs wajf 
now being fought between the two 
countries. 
The paramount issue, as hereto- 


fore, is whether the Free State will 
resume paying the land annuities 
which England demands and to 
which the Free State claims En- 
gland has no right. 
The Free State's position was out- 


lined in an interview today by Se- 
an O'Kelly, the vice-president anil 
one of the outstanding figures in the 
Irish government. He has given vir- 
tually all his life "to the cause of 
Irish independence and for many 
years has struggled side by side 
with de Valera as the latter's right 
hand man. 
Ready to Negotiate 


At the outset,- O'Kelly- emphati- 
cally denied the claim made by 
some members of the political op- 
position that De Valera has no de- 
sire to terminate the economic war, 
on the ground that its continuation 
will favor his program for a re- 
constructed Ireland. 


Not only is the Free State will- 
ing to negotiate, he said, but he 
added, in the direct manner char- 
acteristic of his speech: 
"We are not such fools as to fos- 
ter deliberately a situation like this 
regarding the land annuities- 
Be- 


fore March, 1932, when the De Va- 
lera government came into power, 
the Free State was heavily 
bur- 


dened by annual payments made to 
Great Britain- without 
any, legal 


justification,-chiefly in respect to the 
land purchase annuities. These pay- 
ments, amounting to £5,000,000 a 
year, imposed a greater relative 
burden on the people of the Free 
State than did the reparations pay- 
ments on the people of Germany, 
and they retarded most seriously 
the reorganization 
of the Free 
State's economic resources.

"Not for this reason, however, but 


on the ground of legal and moral 
rightr'President De Valera's gov- 
ernment has refused to continue 
the payments in question until 
Great Britain proves her claim •fo 
them."

The federal judge, who fined a juror

It is often hard for jurors to live up 


to the requirements of the law, that is that 
they reserve opinion until the evidence 
is in and they have leceived the instruc- 
tions of the court. Perhaps it is impossi- 
ble to stop short of making conclusions but 
when a juror voluntarily becomes "a parti- 
san before the evidence is closed it ap- 
pears that the courts have no altei native 
but to dismiss the venire and start over 
again. 


There can hardly be any objection to 


that procedure in the Davis case because 
the offending juror had clearly indicated 
hostility to the prosecution, but 
cases 


occur now and then where the rule is car- 
ried to an unreasonable extent. In the 
same news with the Davis trial came de- 
tails of another in the same city where a 
man. was suing for damages because in- 
jmed by a truck. When a lad of eleven 
years of age was on the stand the defense 
was asking the boy to pick out of the au- 
dience the man v/ho drove the truck when 
suddenly the attorney said to the court: 
"Your honor, someone in the audience is 
making motions with his head to the wit- 
ness," whereupon one of the jurors point- 
ed his finger at a man in the audience 
and called: "There he is, that's him.'' The 
court thereupon dismissed the jury and- 
fop that remark which was rather irre>- 
pressible under the circumstances. 
That 


seems like carrying the rule to an ab- 
surd extent. 


in the last decade is "little short of mirac- 
ulous." 


So, once again, a great medical scien-

that death is inevitable for everyone, and 
that even the wisest doctors cannot, after 
all, do more than postpone 
something 


that is bound to happen eventually. 


But that perfectly obvious and ines- 


capable truth is one to which the race has 
never quite succeeded in getting recon- 
ciled. 


All of our yearning is an expression 


of a wistful human feeling that death is, 
or ought to be, something that can be con- 
quered. We can never quite accept the 
knowledge that we were born to die. The 
race's noblest .moments have grown out 
of that deep desire for a life that can go 
on and on. 


And yet, when we stop to think, it is 


so clear that it is the "unnecessary" 
death that causes the most of our suf- 
fering. 


The death of a small child, so un- 


believably hard to bear; the death of a 
young man who has just begun to show- 
promise of great achievement; the death 
of one who has just reached the height 
of his powers and who has a fine work to 
do; the death of a loved person with 
whom one has just started to explore the 
'inexpressible richness of human devotion 
—these are the tragedies" that darken life 
the most. 


If we could ontie know that death could 


be made to wait until its season had come, 
its final arrival would not look so appal- 
ling- And it is this fair-prospect which 
Dr. Mayo has held out Jto us. It would 
sound like an empty will-o'-the-wisp were 
it not that medical science has already 
• traveled so far. 


LILIENTHAL AT WASHINGTON 


. David E. Lilienthal of the Wisconsin 
Public Service Commission delivered be- 
fore the American Bar 
Association at" 


Washington a-strong presentation of the 
urgent necessity of regulating utility hold- 
ing companies* 


Long before failures, such as the Insull 


and others, demonsixated in 
practical 


fashion the' necessity of such regulation 
Mr. -Lilienthal was contending for it so 
his present statement is not hindsight but 
practical and intelligent foresight. 


In the Vecent period of unexampled 


business troubles not one large operating 
utility in this country has failed or de- 
faulted but a great many holding com- 
panies have gone to the wall leaving in 
their -wake, misery and disaster and often 
pulling down with them other structures 
that may have depended upon them for 
stability. 


Mr. Lilienthal recommends the imme- 


diate passage of an act giving Public Ser- 
vice Commissions -ample authority over 
every transaction between the 'operating 
company and the holding company. This 
is a wise and practical proposal. 


Holding companies argue that the state 


is only interested in the operating com- 
pany which, in a sense, is true, but is 
forced to take an interest in the holding 
company because the actions of the latter 
may make or unmake the operating com- 
pany, may cause it to be a solvent, well- 
operated concern performing its necessary 
public functions or, by depleting its trea- 
sury, cripple and thereby extend the hold- 
ing company's disasters further and fur- 
ther. 


Holding companies are dependent upon 


dividends from operating companies or 
upon fees for, engineering or other ser- 
vices. The public must come to look upon 
the relations existing between these two 
kinds of companies with constant suspi- 
cion. The burden must be put upon them 
to justify all their transactions by the 
same standards that exist between stran- 
gers for, although they are separate com- 
panies they are run by the same people, 
often the same office. 


Mr. Lilienthal's clear analysis of this 


confusing subject reflects credit upon him- 
self and the Wisconsin Public Service 
Commission. Although a young man he 
has come to be recognized far outside the 
Wisconsin borders as an authority, and a 
frank and outspoken one, upon public 
utility matters. He is the sort of a man 
that makes the public regulation of these 
utilities a success simply because he has 
talent and—he works.

these fields. Sir Josiah is a direc- 
tor of the Bank of England. There 
are other directors,. Sir Josiab is 
chairman. o£ the London, Midland 
and Scottish Hallway and president 
of the executive. There are other 
railroad presidents. 
Sir Josiah was secretary and di- 


rector of Nobel Industrial, Ltd., and 
director of Imperial Chemical In- 
dustries. England has other indus- 
trial chiefs. Finally Sir Josiah is a 
scientific economist of note, the 
author of twenty books and treatis- 
es on the melancholy discipline. 
And in this field, too, he has col- 
leagues, though very few, of com- 
petitive rank. 
But Sir Josiah is the only man 


in England who is at once a lead- 
ing banker, railroad president, in- 
dustrialist and scientific economist, 
and there is no Englishman bettar 
Qualified to define the economic po- 
sition of bis country, to present the 
conditions under which England 
•will return to gold. 
"There are four categories of con- 


ditions that might determine the 
time when England will return to 
a gold *andard," Sir Josiah began. 


He sat at a broad desk that look- 


ed smaller beside his own bigness. 
Sir Josiah, now fifty-two, is. a tall, 
bread-shouldered, powerfully built' 
man with a shaggy gray moustache 
and dark, shaggy eyebrows over 
lively eyes. They gleam, and twin- 
kle, go heavy or light with his 
thoughts, and their 
animation is 


more impressive than the gestures 
of a Latin. He is known as the 
fastest speaker in England on eco- 
nomics, and at the same time the 
most incisive. 


"One cannot, say,',' .he -sped on, 


"which category will be determi- 
nant. I say we- will return to gold 
because 'the Government has ex- 
pressed the intention some time to 
return. The majority, think 
we 


must go back on gold because so 
far nobody has worked out another 
system even in theory that we can 
he' completely sure of, although we 
have some leftwjng economists who 
are in f a-vor of abandoning gold al- 
together, without any intermediate 
stage, -ior the next generation or 
so-" 


Enumerates Categories 


"The four categories are the eco- 


nomic, the financial, the political 
and the 
international conditions. 


Under the economic category the 
most "important, factor" is the price 
level. Before we can go back to 
gold we mu&t have a price level 
at. which the economic machine can 
function. 


"With, prices down and 
wages 
still but slightly reduced, the stand- 
ard of living in England ±or those 
who have succeeded in remaining 
in employment has increased to ,a 
point never known before in his- 
tory. The index of .the cost of liv- 
ing "proves it. The cost ot living 
has gone down from 157 to 141 in 
two years, a very large decline. 
What this means in practice is that 
the worker in many cases is actu- 
ally consuming more than he is 
producing. 


"Now 
you have Uie resistance of 


the workers to wage decreases and 
the resistance of the creditors to a 
diminution of 
the income 
from 
their Cleans, bo that the only way 
left to correct these factors is to 
bring about or wait for a rise in 
the price level to some thing lik 
the level at which the contracts 
were made. 


"I believe the consensus of eco- 


nomic opinion in Britain is that any 
lower price level than that of 1928 
would be an insufficient 
correc- 


tive." 


"Do you mean by that," I asked, 


"that it will be impossible or in- 
advisable for England to go back 
to the gold standard before 
the 


price level of 1928 is restored? That 
wa& a very high level." 


"I think that is> the opinion held 


ity our best economists, that at that 
level and no lower our costs will be 
correctively adjusted to allow busi- 
ness profits to be made. 


"So, first you get your prices at 


a level that permits the internal 
economy of the country to func- 
tion. Then with sterling still off 
gold, the sterling exchange rate ad- 
justs itself to the new 
level of 


prices. And then you have to wait 
a while and see if the new level, 
both of prices and of exchange 
rate is going to be stable. 


Sterling: Rates a Factor 


"This brings up the second cale- 


goiy of conditions, the 
financial 


Dne. And this is determined by two 
considerations. These are stability 
and prestige. You will look at your 
sterling exhange rates over a peri- 
od of time and ask what has ster- 
ling been doing. 


"If it has been all over the place, 


up and down, obviously the time 
has not come to go back on gold 
on a chance, fortuitous level. You 
will only go back on gold when the 
rate has remained constant for a 
period that convinces you this is 
the genuine rate that balances with 
the price level and other exchang- 
es. 


"But if you look at your rate and 


it has been stable, then you may 
say that from the standpoint of sta- 
bility you could go back on gold 
But that is not enough. This ex- 
change level might be $2.50. 
It 


might be .$3.00. It. might be $3.50. 


"The bankers will look at the fig- 


ure and say 'Oh. no. We can't go 
back to gold on a figure like that,' 
Prestige is involved. The banker 
has to think of the psychological 
offect on the outside world of the 
'igurc. He will say then, if it seems 
oo low- for him. 'Let's wait awhile 
for a Detter rate. Let's wait until 
sterling goes up before we go back 
on gold.' '' 


"Don't you think the City has ad- 


msted its mind pretty well now to 
ihe ~gure of $350?" 


"Perhaps it has. But the City 


•night adjust its mind to $3.00 in 
ime or expect 
MOO. 


"The point T want to make is thai 


he Ci.ly will bring its influence to 
•>e»r" to prevent a return to the gold 
•tandard at a rate so IOTV as to darn- 
«ge the prestige of London as a 
world financial center. So the pure- 


iy economic considerations affect- 


j the decision to return to gold 


are influenced by financial oppor- 
;unisrn The level of exchange de- 
pends as much on the behavior of 
jther people's dollar gpld as on 
our sterling." 


"All this seems to indicate that a 


considerable period of time must 
elapse before Britain returns to the 
gold standard, whereas until now 
almost every one I have spoken to 
in London has expressed the belief 
that Britain would go back as a 
result of the World Economic Con- 
ference," I said. 


"With -whom have you been talk- 


ing?" Still Another Category 


"Mostly with politicians." 
"Ah, that brings up the third cat- 


egory of considerations, the polit- 
ical. Certainly the politicians may 
snatch the jtiatter out of the hands 
of the economists. 
"But if they go back to gold "be- 


fore the proper price level has been 
reached, they will have to do it in 
the teeth of economic opinion." 


"Then you do not consider it pos- 


sible "that England may go back to 
gold next year?" 


"As a director of the Bank of En- 


gland, I can't express an opinion. 
All I can say is that the consensus 
of outside economic opinion affords 
no basis for that expectation. 


"But there is still another cate- 


gory of considerations. First, you 
have to have your price level right; 
then you have to have your ex- 
change rate right and a reasonable 
stability over a period of time, and, 
finally, we have to be assured that 
the system of the gold standard 
will work. I mean by that we have 
to have some kind of assurance that 
the factors which" helped push En- 
gland off gold will not be there to 
push her off again, i It is impossible 
for the gold standard to work as 
long as two or more countries de- 
tnand payments on, their foreign in- 
vestments but refuse to accept pay- 
ment in goods, force their debtors 
to pay in gold and then sterlize the 
gold." 


"You 
mean 
America 
and 


France?" 


"Yes,, primarily. 
But it might 


happen with others. 


"You 
can't say 'Give me my 


money. I won't take your goods,* 
accumulate all the gold in the 
world and expect the gold standard 
to work." 
Sir Josiah put a large fist on the 


table. "Then it is impossible foi 
the gold standard to work if the 
sensitiveness of short term money 
is going to continue so high that 
nobody can be certain against a 
run. Supposing we have a higher 
interest rate here "than in New 
York and a lot of short term money 
has come to London. What gooc 
would it do for England to go back 
on gold if then all of a sudden, the 
Swiss, let us say, should grow 
frightened at reports of a Commu- 
nist riot in Liverpool and demanc 
all their money back over night? 
We must work out a new technique 
for sensitive short term money. We 
must find a guarantee against cri- 
sis." 


Gold Standard lt> Motor Car 
"Do you mean by that to say thai 


you believe it possible to guaran- 
tee that this shall have been the 
last crisis? Do you mean you think 
we can prevent any more crises?" 


"You 
cannot guarantee that a 


man is not going to die, but you 
can insure his life against death 
and you can insure him against ac- 
cidents." 


"What measures are you think- 


ing of? Do you think it could be 
done through co-operation of the 
central banks?" 


"One possible measure may have 


to be more complete publicity for 
the short term position in all the 
world's financial centers. We don'1 
know just what the effects of thai 
would be but we do know that if 
we 
had had 
more 
informatior 


about the short term position al 
over the world it would have been 
a valuable guide line to check the 
panic." 


"These last considerations added 


to the previous ones seem to push 
still further into the future the pos- 
sibility of Britain's going back to 
gold," I remarked. "It would now 
seem that Britain will only go back 
to gold after she has recovered, anc 
that her return to the gold standard 
will simply be the signal that she 
has recovered. But on the Conti- 
nent the opinion is widespread thai 
the British return to gold would be 
the signal of the beginning of re-% 
covery," 


"That is" just the opposite of the 


truth. Our return to gold has no- 
thing to do with recovery. It is 
perfectly possible tor us to be pros- 
perous and not be on the gold 
standard. Our pockets might be 
bulging with money and you might 
be bulging with money and you 
might try to sell us an old motor 
car, but we shall certainly ask first 
'Will it run?' That's the way it is 


with the gold standard. The gold 
standard is the motor car. 


"Of course, you may not be able 


to device technical measures that 
will make the gold standard work 
under all circumstances. One o£ 
the elements of its success is the 
character of the people who lend 
money. 


"They have got to have guts. 
"I don't

"What are the favorable factors 


in the British position today?"

"You mean that people are con- 


tinuing to use sterling as a medium 
of trade despite the fluctuations of 
the exchange rate?" 


f'Yes." 
"But these factors are only finan- 


cial." 
"There aren't any others." 
"And what are the unfavorable 


factors?" 
/'Our inability to adjust our ex- 


ports to world conditions, and the 
lack of confidence in business cir- 
cles." 


"But we have found a great deal 


of'optimism here."' 


"That's true in London. That is 


financial optimism. There is very 
little of it in industry. When you 
get up into the North \viiere unem- 
ployment is mounting you won't 
find much." 


Feels More Optimistic. 


"Do you feel any more optimistic 


today than you did six months 
ago?" 
"Yes. There are a few encourag- 


ing factors. There has been a ten- 
dency for commodity prices to rise. 
Of course if they were to rise suf- 
ficiently most of the difficulties we 


"tfuimm Shield199 
in prices reversed the usual pro- 
cess. Usually it is industrial con- 
traction that leads 
to a fall in

:his summary as 
gospel. Before 


England vent ofi gold "everybody" 
was saying she would stay on. To 


day "everybody" is saying England 
will go back to gold soon. But not 
everybody is a director of the Bank 
of England. And not everybody, as 
Sir Josiah, is of the inner council 
to whom the Prune Minister goes 
for the last word of economic ad- 
vice.

were counted it was found that 
most of the Protestant Germans de- 
serted him for Hoover. Together 
with other influences in the cam- 
paign this gave Hoover the big- 
gest majority ever rolled »up in 
Missouri.

The prohibition question is clear- 
er and the promises are more de- 
finite—and also Smith is not the 
candidate. The estimates 
of 
the 
Roosevelt majority in the state 
start with 100,000 and they run as 
high as 250,000. There seems no 
doubt that the state wiE be car- 
ried by Roosevelt and that this Re- 
publican stronghold will contribute 
a large part of the majority.

Other factors of course are affect- 
ing the apparent landslide 
that 


Roosevelt is going to have in Mis- 
souri. Economic conditions with the 
large number of unemployed, high 
taxes, irritation over the lawless- 
ness produced by prohibition, 
all 


seem to be working against the 
Hoover ticket and in favor of the 
opposition. 


Businessmen are beginning to 
drift to Hoover on the ground that 
change at this time would inter- 
rupt the momentum, of government, 
but numerically this is a small pro- 
portion of the total vote. There are 
some businessmen who are outspo- 
kenly for Roosevelt on the tarifi 
issue, contending that a revision oi 
trade barriers is essential to work 
recovery and that the Republicans 
will not break down the tariff wal 
as readily as will the Democrats. 


While these business interests do 
not favor a general revision, they 
do think the reciprocity principle 
of separate negotiations with each 
nation must come as a solution of 
the nation's economic difficulties. 


Unquestionably Mr. Coolidge's 
speech in New York and Presiden' 
Hoover's address at Des Moines 
have had a powerful effect. It 
noticeable that the movies of the 
Des 
Moines demonstration 
are 
evoking applause for the presiden 
nowadays whereas six months ago 
silence greeted his picture on the 
screen. 


Notwithstanding the growth o: 
Hoover sentiment, the

If there is one thing more than another that irritates parents is to 


have to listen to a child argue ab'out what they told him to do. 
The 


child must be heard. The parent must listen. If he does not hear 
what the child has to say he cannot know what the child thinks, which 
means that he cannot know what manner of child this is. 


We all like to go about our business with' a little friction as possible. 


Anybody who checks us brings down our wrath with prompt and di- 
rect retaliation. We won't be bothered any more than we can helg. 
That is all very well, at least it would be,-if it worked. The trouble is 
that it doesn't work and that it never will. The-most we can expect 
to do is to control our own" lives within the restricted groves of our 
own thinking, scarcely beyond. The moment we begin acting we-have 
to battle against some other -person's action and there is no peace. 
Children think and act. At once there is opportunity for conflict. Only 
the greatest wisdom is going to prevent us from estranging the chil- 
dren at the outset.

Listen to the child. Not only with your ears; with your whole mind. 


The- full power of it will not be 
sufficient for your listening

hearing. 
Listen

through what he is saying until 
you hear the voice of his inner self 
declaring its faith

purpose. 


When you hear that is the time to 
speak and act. But not before. • . 


A little girl wants" to go to school 


without her sweater. Her mother 
calls her back sharply.

sigh the child takes the sweater and 
goes off to school, her whole spirit

Occasion- 
ally children argue to feed their 
vanity. If a parent will listen and 
analyze what he thinks he hears, 
he will soon discover the motive 
power behind the argument. 
The vain, idle, silly argument is 


curtly dismissed and silenced. The 
child is sent on his way, directed 
to some occupation that tends to 
teach him accuracy and wholesome 
activity. We want to train the chil- 
dren for their own best growth. "If 
they are seeking the reason" for our 
commands or opinions or sugges- 
tions, truly searching to under- 
stand, no trouble is too great, no 
explanation too much for us. Talk- 
ing things out is the surest way of 
establishing 
communications be- 


tween parents and children. 


Do you want to raise a child who 


will follow the lead of the first per- 
son who tells him to come after 
him? You do not. Then so lead th'e 
child that he will talk things out, 
judge for himself, after 
arguing 


with himself, and become a self- 
sustaining individual.

'This "book, a novel, pictures the 
arrival of a dictator who would 
bripg things .up to date. 


Mr. Palmer'^ dictator is a young 


man, named Constant Spenser, He 
is presented as a sort of Lindberg 
—a marvelously popular national 
hero~who sets out to reform govern- 
ment and restore prosperity. 


Spenser runs for president but is 


phenagled out of the election by 
designing politicians, although, he 
gets an enormous majority of the 
popular vote. So he leads a march 
on Washington, puts himself in the 
White House and gets to work. 
The result? A six-year term for 


presidents, who are to be figure- 
heads like the presidents of Prance; 
a party system like that of'England, 
with executive power vested in the

Besides the danger of starting 


conflagrations during a drouth, the 
burning of weeds, potato vines,, 
stubble and dried grasses on farms 
or grass on marshes is an exceed- 
ingly expensive practice that does 
no good except to clear the fields 
down to the bare ground,, accord- 
ing to conservationists. 


Years ago, the farmers of the 


wheat growing states made a prac- 
tice of not only burning the stub- 
ble fields after harvest, but also 
their large straw stacks. The fires 
could be seen one after the other 
for miles and often grew into prai- 
rie fires. The practice was contin- 
ued until the yield of grain was 
reduced 50 per cent and the grow- 
ers lost a large proportion of their 
farm buildings. 
Now they save 


their straw stacks and stubble for 
soil fertilizers and are trying to 
increase their yields in that way. 
A few days ago, the writer seeing 


a grower digging potatoes from un- 
der a marvelous growth of vines 
asked him what he intended to do 
with the vines that the writer es- 
timated the vines at two tons of dry 
material to the acre. "I expect to 
rake the vines into windrows and 
to burn them," was the grower's 
reply. "Why do you intend to burn 
the vines?" was the next question, 
and "Are not those vines loaded 
with plant food drawn from the 
soil," the third. The reply of the 
grower was, "Yes, but it is diffi- 
cult to plow the vines under." 
Shortly after the above conver- 


sation the writer interviewed an- 
other farmer who had raised tons of 
quack grass roots to the surface by 
going over the field six times with a 
digger. The hot sun had dried the 
roots thoroughly. 
"What do you 
intend to do with your crop of 
roots'" the writer inquired. "Rake 
them into windrows and burn the 
crop." The crop of roots probably 
contained quantities of lime, and 
prosphate which the farmer later 
wasted in part or entirely because 
the dry stuff might clog his plow 
or cultivator. But if the farmer had 
used a disc harrow for covering the 
roots he would have had no trouble 
with clogging. A sharp 
rolling 
coulter on a plow is an effective 
tool to try in plowing under loose 
weeds. 


Some farmers set fire to standing 


weeds in their fields to get rid of 
the weeds and to kill the seed. In 
doing this .they probably waste most 
of the plant food in the weeds and 
do not destroy the seeds as that 
fell earlier into cracks in the ground 
or sailed away with the winds. 
The place to kill weeds is in the 
cultivated field and the best time 
after the seeds have germinated and 
the sprouts are above the surface, 
Another good place and time is the 
cropped field or any other field 
when the weeds are in blossom. The

belong to state acci edited herds. As 
there are only 148 accredited herds 
in Wisconsin and 78,850 Wisconsin 
cows were shipped to New York in 
1932, the embargo will be a severe 
blow to Wisconsin dairymen. It will 
be a severe "blow for the additional 
reason that New York dairyman 
have been paying from $65 to $75 
each for Wisconsin cows and the 
surplus now thrown 
onto other 
markets may reduce the price from 
the above figures to $25 or $30 each. 


The embargo was probably plac- 


ed on Wisconsin cattle for the pro- 
tection of New York cattle breeders, 
according to the local shipper. A 
union of the dairymen and shipper: 
of Wisconsin, as a last resort, will 
attempt to prove that the New York 
embargo is in direct conflict with 
the regulations of interstate com- 
merce. 
New Jersey is enforcing a similar 


embargo on Wisconsin dairy cattle 
but not so drastic as the New York 
embargo. New Jersey accepts cattle 
that do not react to the blood test 
applied at the point of shipment 
but New York shuts out all cattle 
from herds not accredited as abor- 
tion-free by the state.
